RL> . i -EXT KOOSEVELT accepted the offer of 
n --t.:me of Fredrick the Great from the German 


..Miperor, without consulting congress. It is said 
that a study of the constitution and of precedents 
convinced him that it was not necessary to refer 
the matter to congress. The provision of the con- 
stitution is that "No person holding any office of 
profit or trust under the United States, shall, with- 
out the concent of congress, accept of any present, 
emolument, office or title of any kind whatever 
from any king, prince or foreign State." As the 
g'ft was not made to the president but to the nation, 
he felt justified in accepting it himself. He found 
that other president's had accepted gifts from other 
foreign nations in the same way. But the statue is 
to be erected at Washington just the same whether 
by consent o1' congress or not, so it is said. 
But 


there is another provision of the constitution which 
gives congrt^b exclusive jurisdiction over the dis- 
tiict of Columbia and it is pointed out that if con- 
grcs- is ^o disposed it can declare that the statue 
•shall not he erected in the district, or if placed there 
it has the power to remove it. 
SVe believe that a 


large majority of the people of the United Stptrs 
would greatly prefer that the statue of.no king, or 
representative of royalty should not be treated at 
our national capital.

5eath Valley and the Amargosa sink 
In California and certain portions of 
New Mexico and Texas. The geologi- 
cal character of these wastes Is such 
as to remove them forever, or at any 
ate^durlng Ihis age, from the domains 
of profitable production. 
They are 


simply immense bsds of salt, of soda, 
of nitre, of borax, or of othor alklllne 
substances In such quantity as to kill 
out effectively all. vegetable, and hence 
all animal life.
